Some Farms Lacking in 
Livestock and Poultry 


Port Worth, Texas, Oct. 18.—There 
are in Texas 125,(KXI farms on which 
there is not a single cow. There are 
75,000 farms on which there is not a 
single chicken, and another 75,(KHI on 
which there are only a few neglected 
chickens of the “dunghill” variety, 
and of little commercial or edible 
value. 
These figures may well cause con­ 
cern to those interested in a balanced 
agricultural program, uniform sa n d ­ 
ing power, aud the extension of manu­ 
facturing in Texas. They mean that 
one-fourth of the state’s farms have 
no income from dairy or poultry pro­ 
ducts. In the final analysis they mean 
too that one-fourth of Texas farms, 
with many acres retired thru govern­ 
ment regulation, must form revenues 
on grain, cotton and other field crops, 
not only earn taxes, cost of produc­ 
tion, interest, depreciation, 
return— 
however 
small—on invested 
capital, 
o n | but a “store living” for owner or ten­ 
ant as well. This may be said to tie 
an unnatural condition, for no state 
front axle with semi-elliptic springs 
and air pin rn?-type shock absorbers be­ 
ing retained on the Muster 85.

A state-wide quail restoration pro­ 
ject, upon which $24,253 will be ex­ 
pended this year, is the latest move 
of the Texas Game, Fish and Oyster 
commission to aid in the restoration of 
the much-sought-after little birds in 
the lame Star State, it was announc- 
(*<1 by the executive secretary of the 
ga nu* department. 
The project is a cooperative affair 
with the game department p rovid in g 
75 per cent of the cost by the use of 
Pittman-Robertson federal fu n d s and 
the landowners 
contributing 
25 
per 
cent, much of which can Im* jrnid for 
in Inlier, hut with the landowner re­ 
ceiving a small rental for the us** of 
his laud. 
It is boiled to bring more than one 
hundred thousand acres under the pro­ 
ject this year and twice that amount 
next 
year, 
the executive 
secretary 
said. 
“Tests inside in various parts of the 
state by the game department have 
shown that quail can be increased as 
much as 400 per cent,” the executive 
secretary said. “This is done by the 
planting of proper 
feed 
for 
birds, 
much 
of what 
otherwise would be 
waste land, such as along and in gul­ 
lies and on fence rows, and by pro­ 
viding some cover for quail. 
“Vie 
are 
selecting key areas 
in 
many counties and we hope to be able 
to set up restoration areas iii at least 
seventy five counties and possibly IOO 
before the year is over. These areas 
will be built as we believe necssary to 
produce an appreciable 
increase in 
quail. 'These fenced areas will vary 
in size from one-tenth of an acre to 
an acre. These will bt* provided with i 
pole or brush shelters to protect the 
birds. If food is tin' limiting factor in 
any area, an attempt will be made to
